In opening the Democratic state 
campaign at Fort Wayne on Aug. 19, 
John A. M. Adair, the party’s nominee 
for governor, made but one statement 
with reference to the big question 
that is to come before the next state 
officials, the question of taxes.

Contrast that assertion, now, with 
the statem ent of James P. Goodrich in 
his keynote speech at Greencastle on 
Aug. 24, and it is easy to see which 
of the two candidates for governor has 
this important question best in hand, 
lo r several years the question of tax­ 
ation has been agitating the minds of 
citizens of Indiana, and in all of the 
discussions Mr. Goodrich has been a 
central figure. 
He has given it his 
personal study, and he has been called 
on many times to present his views 
to numerous societies, and his opin­ 
ions always are valuable. 
Not only that, but Mr. Goodrich has 
outlined a definite, constructive pro­ 
gram for tax reform which has met 
the approval of the state’s experts, 
and he proposes to carry his program 
through just as rapidly as legislative 
routine will permit. 
Mr. Adair's promise, therefore, to 
give the question a study comes with 
poor grace now. 
The next session of 
the Indiana general assembly will be 
the time to start the tax reform, and 
how much time will a governor have 
in the sixtv-one dayB the legislature 
is in session to study taxation and at­ 
tend to his other duties? 
But, why discuss that? The voters 
v ill see that a man with definite 
views on the important questions of 
the day is the . next governor of Indi­ 
ana.

of the men who conducted me 
into 
the mysteries of 
the 
order. 
The 
three I 
recall were P. A. 
Haekle- 
man, 
(wlio 
afterwards 
became 
Grand Master, 1857. 
He was later 
a general during the Civil War and 
was killed at Corinth, Mississippi); 
Leonidas Sexton, 
(afterwards 
my 
brother-in-law, who also became a 
¡Grand Master, and was later a mem­ 
ber of Congress from this 
district 
and Lieutenant Governor 
of 
Indi­ 
ana) ; and 
Lewis Mattox, 
(Lewis 
Sexton’s grandfather), who attained 
considerable prominence in business. 
As far as I know there is no one 
living today who was a member of! 
the lodge at the time of my initia­ 
tion or who was a member even a 
few years subsequent. 


Between 1850 and 1855 the pres­ 
ent building was erected. 
This put 
the lodge heavily in debt for we had 
to carry a mortgage of $5500 and 
had many other outstanding obliga­ 
tions. 
We had not paid 
off 
thin 
debt when the war broke 
out 
but 
were still deeply involved and 
yet 
the membership was greatly deplet­ 
ed because of members 
departing 
lor the front as 
soldiers. 
Conse­ 
quently it was always 
a 
difficult 
matter to meet our obligations and 
to get quorums for regular 
meet­ 
ings. 
At one time an 
order was 5=5 
passed to charge double 
dues 
to 
raise money and was in force for a 
short time. 
However the arrange­ 
ment proved so unpopular that the 
order was soon revoked. 


During the War the janitor of the 
lodge was paid $25 a year. 
1 
wa.^ 
janitor for one year, about 1862-3 
or 1863-4 and swept out. made fires, 
lit the lights, 
and then hustled out 
to drum up enough members to get 
a quorum 
for 
a 
meeting. 
This, 
while no ea>y ta>k, was 
absolutely 
necessary for it was imperative to 
hold meetings at regular intervals to 
prevent forfeiture of our 
Charter. 
At the end of my term of one year 
as janitor I donated my salary of 
$25 to the lodge and I assure 
you 
that $25 was no mean sum in those 
days and went many times 
farther 
than it does today. 
As the lodge eould not carry its 
debt it was finally decided to 
sell 
the property. 
This was done and 
the property was sold to “Old Man 
Ross” and from the 
proceeds 
all 
debts were paid. 
However, it was 
stipulated in the transaction 
that 
the lodge should keep 
the 
third 
floor and have the right of way up­ 
stairs as long as it held its Charter. 
That arrangement continues to the 
present day. 
1 
was .one 
of 
the 
Trustees who put through this deal 
but am unable to recall 
who 
the 
others were, tho* it is, of course, «a 
matter of record. 
I planned to buy 
the property myself of Mr. Ross anc 
confided in Peter Rush, but during 
my absence of a day or so at fndi- 
ami.polis, Mr. Rush and Dan Rickets 
stepped in and purchased it. 
In those days there was a billard 
hall and saloon down stairs where j 
Bliss & Cowing’s store now is, and i 
about that time, D. M. Stewart, a 
Presbyterian minister, kept a drug 
store where tlie Rush County Bank 
now is. 
Back in the sixties wet and 
dry lines were not so well defined or 
so sharply drawn as today. In fact 
almost all the men 
drank whiskey 
openly carried it in 
their 
pockets, 
and ke.pt it at home as a 
tonic 
or 
cure-all medicine. 
If you ?>aw a man passing along 
the street toting a jug you had only 
to make one guess to divine its con­ 
tents. 
Before the present building 
was erected Col. Pearsey kept a Ho­ 
tel on the site and farther west on 
the alley was a livery stable. 
Be­ 
fore moving to this site the 
lodge 
occupied the second floor of a two- 
story building 
situated where 
the 
Rushville 
National 
Bank 
now 
stands. 
The lodge 
at 
that 
time 
owned that property. In 1857 
there 
was one school held hi the basement 
of the Presbyterian church and an­ 
other in the old Brown property on 
east Third street. 
i 
I first came to Rushville in 1850 
and worked for Wolfe 
and 
Sneed, 
tailors. 
Later 1 went away but re­ 
turned in 1855, coming from Frank­ 
lin, I think it was, and settled here 
permanently, following 
my 
trade 
that of a tailor. 
About that time 
Mr. Sneed of Wolfe & Sneed tailors,

Theodore Abercrombie Tells of Time 


When he Could Not Get Sec- \

Theodoi* Aberrrombie at 
the Odd 


Fell°ws tribute to senior members— 
those over 25 years old—Tuesday 
night: 
Noble Grand and Brothers: 


Not being a ready speaker and 


yet desiring to say something this 
evening which 1 hope may prove of 
interest I have seen fit to set down 
a few rambling notes which I Hvill 
ask someone to read for me on this 
happv occasion. Be it known that at 
the time I'became a Odd Fellow,— 
(1856), Rushville was a village o£ 
Home 1500-2000 souls and extended 
as far on tlic north as our present 
Fifth street, as far east and south 
as the race and west three or four 
squares from the Court House. In 
those days we had few of the con- 


venienees and luxuries of today; no 
railroads, no 
improved pikes,

telephones, no public school system( 
no electricity, no modern systems of 
heating or plumbing, no bath rooms,

mud and corduroy roads, and most

ville, was an almost unbijolcen for^

Geraghty, Sr., relates that soon af- 
ter his arrival from Ineland, the first 
time he went across the land north 
of our City Park, now owned by vie, 
lie had to wade through water a. foot 
deep, and that there were many wild 
clucks there.
